The chief point of interest involv­ 
ed is Unit a jury found the rate fix­ 
ed by the Railroad Commission un­ 
reasonable and unjust. The appellate 
court notes that under rate making 
practice in this state the legislature 
has given the commission the position 
of a trial court or jury and that the 
only duty of the courts is to decide 
whether a rate is based on substan­ 
tial evidence. Under this construction, 
rate making is a legislative function, 
merely delegated to the commission 
as an agent. Rates have the force of 
statutes and can lie reviewed by the 
courts only as statutes are reviewed. 
The effect of this ruling in Texas 
is to make a three-man elective board, 
not necessarily comf»entent, a three- 
man jury where the point of confis­ 
catory rate is raised. In the actual 
case of the I>>ne Star, a district court 
jury, certainly not ordinarily predis­ 
posed in favor of utilities, thought the 
rate patiently unfair and tin* Federal 
Supreme Court found no reason to 
question its judgement.
